Council to face 
water softener battle

On Tuesday the Lompoc City 
Council 
will 
consider 
the 
controversial water softener or 
“ source control” ordinance At very 
least the measure would begin the 
phase-out of a common type of local 
home water softener. 
At most, it could result in a ban on 
this type of home water softening 
unit and clamp strict regulations on 
local laundry and water softening 
concerns, 
two 
of 
the 
largest 
employers in the city limits. 
Tuesday’s public hearing will be 
part of a regular city council 
meeting commencing at 7:30 p. m in 
the City Hall Auditorium, behind 
city hall at 119 West Walnut Ave. 
The proposed measure has to do 
with regulating the amount of total 
dissolved solids (TDS), meaning 
minerals, in city wastewater and, 
hence, eventually in city drinking 
and agricultural water. 
Brown and Caldwell Co., the 
Alhambra 
consulting 
firm 
contracted to engineer Lompoc out 


of its wastewater pollution crisis, 
holds that controlling total dissolved 
solids, also called salts, at the borne 
drainpipe is more effective and less 
expensive than beefing up the design 
of the city’s planned wastewater 
treatment plant to remove the 
excess solids 


Spokesmen for the firm add that 
without at least Phase I of the 
source control ordinance, Lompoc 
will 
not 
solve 
its 
wastewater 
effluent crisis by the state deadline 
date of July 1, 1975 Phase I would 
prohibit 
new 
hookups of 
self- 
regenerating softeners, the common 
kind that homeowners periodically 
have to fill with salt. One quarter of 
all home units in Lompoc and *4 in 
Vandenberg Village are this type 
The city’s crisis, according to 
Brown and Caldwell, is just this: 
Processed wastewater from both 
Lompoc and Vandenberg Village, 
sewage that’s been through the plant 
and is discharged again, has way 
more total dissolved solids than 
permissible by the California State 
Water Quality Control Board, and 
has for years.

Reports prepare commission for budget time

It was report time at last night s meeting 
of the Lompoc Parks and Recreation 
Commission 
The commission, preparing for budget 
approval, heard and read five reports and 
set up one committee All commissioners 
were present 
A revealing report was submitted by Jim 
Olivera, street tree foreman, comparing 
storm damage to street trees in 1969 and 
1973 According to Olivera’s figures, twice 
as many trees were lost and damaged in 
the latter storm : 75 in 1969 and 136 in 1973 
The disparity, said Olivera who attended 
the meeting, is because of the light tree 
trimming program that was started after 
1969 when the street tree crew was 
criticized by the public for trimming too 
severely 
“ Since we are not trimming so severely 
and leaving more on the trees, we are 
getting more wind damage because of the 
weight,” he wrote 


Following a short discussion, chairman 
Joe Valencia appointed a committee, 
headed by Mike Siminski, to investigate 
this problem and make recommendations 
to the commission. 
Olivera mentioned in his report that 640 
trees have been added to city parkways 
since 1967 It was brought out that his crew 
has lost a man since that time. 
Jack Anderson, parks and recreation 
director, submitted a two-part report The 
first part stated that the recreation 
department will be adequately staffed 
when an open recreational supervisor slot 
is filled 
The second part listed parks and areas 
added to the city since 1967 that the parks 
department maintenance crew must care 
for The list included library landscaping, 
police department, Ingram Park, civic 
auditorium, Johns-Manville Park, planters 
at Central and H, the Wye area, and the 
flower power lot at H and Ocean Two 
anticipated parks, Beattie and the river 
park, was noted 


However, 
since 
1967 
the 
parks 
department crew has decreased by one 
man, according to Anderson 
Matt Howerton, park superintendent, 
submitted a two-page report on projects 
that need to be completed by the park 
maintenance department It included 12 
projects in five parks. Projects such as 
sprinkler system, dugouts and windbreaks 
at Ryon Park and lighting up-grade and 
drinking foutain installation at Thompson 
Park 
Howerton wrote there was no planned 
changed in the department’s budgeted 
manpowers. 


“ With the completion of the construction 
projects at Ryon Park, I feel we will be 
able 
to 
catch 
up 
on 
our 
ongoing 
maintenance...,” he stated 
City administrator Gene Wahlers was 
present to briefly outline the status of the 
Beattie Park and river park projects, as 
they are commonly called 
About river park, he said the city has 


acquired 248 acres while still trying to 
procure another eight-acre parcel. There 
are steps under way to prepare an over all 
master plan of the park; 
plans to 
investigate the use of reclaimed water 
(from the water treatment plant) for park 
development Possible uses are landscape 
irrigation, fishing pond, or a simulated 
stream.

Crestview 
Terrance, Wahlers said 15 acres have been 
acquired 
He is still talking to Johns- 
Manville about obtaining as a gift to the 
city 30 acres the company owns in that 
area 
Wahlers stated that a new water storage 
reservoir may be built in the park; South 
Fifth Street will be widened as a park 
entrance; and underground utility lines and 
a sidewalk will soon be placed on Olive 
Street. 
The only motion passed was to allow

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Angry disabled 
war veterans, in their third day of a sit-in 
at the office of Sen. Alan Cranston, 
threatened today to take “ more forceful 
tactics" if the Veterans Administration 
refuses to meet their demands. 
“ We’ve just about had enough waiting 
around and playing games ... we feel we’ve 
been realistic in our demands,’’ said Ron 
Kovic, 27, a disabled ex-Marine “ We may 
take more forceful tactics today.’’ 
Kovic is one of a dozen veterans, five of 
them in wheelchairs, who began a peaceful 
sit-in 
at 
Cranston’s 
office 
Tuesday 
afternoon, demanding better care and 
increased benefits for disabled vets. 


The protest coincided with a hearing of 
the Senate Veterans’ Affairs subcommittee 
on health and 
hospitals, chaired by 
Cranston, which heard Wednesday of 
numerous problems in VA hospitals. 
Two of the witnesses—Dr. Marc J. 
Muser, chief medical director of the VA in 
Washington and Dr. Paul Haber, one of his 
deputies—admitted that patients had been 
found concealing drugs and weapons at the 
VA’s huge Long Beach hospital. 


Muser said that although he didn’t 
consider the abuses serious, a crackdown 
on the hospital’s spinal cord unit last 
October showed problems were of “ a 
larger 
magnitude 
than 
any 
of 
our 
(previous) reports. 


“ The Long Beach hospital just grew like 
Topsy after World War II,” Munser said. 
“ It would be surprising if, in this huge, 
complex 
and 
dynamic 
center, 
some 
problems did not arise.” 


Cranston, D-Calif., was critical of the 
Veterans 
Administration, 
accusing 
officials of trying to cover up bad care by 
citing a report of a task force that never 
existed. 
The senator said he received a letter 
from the VA in February, 1973, that 
claimed conditions at the Long Beach 
facility were excellent and among the very 
best in the country.

"Don't eat the weights." Hernandez constantly 
advised Barr Which was his way of telling Dan to 
use weight lifting to boost his other sports 
activities and not to let lifting become an 
obsession 
Dan may have fudged on that advice a little, 
since he bulked ud past 240 pounds at one point But 
he gradually slimmed down to 190 for his senior 
wrestling season at Cabrillo (He hit 270 once at 
college ) 
Dan’s numerical accomplishments in the weight 
room may not mean much to you non-lifters But 
consider them next time you groan while hauling 
out the trash barrels Barr’s top lifts in high school 
were 310 pounds in the deltoid press. 550 in dead 
lift. 350 bench press and 600 leg press He can now 
do 625 in the dead lift. 455 bench press and 625 in the 
squat thrust 
It was Ding who talked Barr into putting his 
muscles to work on the wrestling mats. 
“ We needed a heavyweight, says Long simply 
I told him that if he would come out, I could 
almost guarantee he would be a league champion " 
Long almost had to eat his words. “ He had no co­ 
ordination at first He had no moves, no feel for the 
mat He weighed 240 when he first came out. but we 
had a kid named Marks who weighed 115 who 
pinned Dan regularly in practice ." 
So Dan faced a dilemma: either slim down to 
wrestle in the 93-pound class, or learn to wrestle 
He scored a few pins in that first season, but was 
often beaten by weaker foes with more finesse. But 
Dan kept learning, and dropped down to the 193 
class as a senior 
You probably guessed the rest He became the 
league champion “ One of the most outstanding 
wrestlers I ever saw." says Long, who adds: “ He 
became sort of a legend at Cabnllo in regards to 
strength and what a person can accomplish as far 
as desire He is one of the top five athletes I’ve 
worked with in my coaching career because of his 
desire, strength and intelligence 
Barr is likewise reluctant to speak kindly of 
Long 
Coach Long taught 
me to overcome my 
apprehensions about my own physical ability. For 
example. I went out for the cross country team this 
past fall because I've always hated to run. He 
taught me a lot about self-discipline.”

M o r e o v e r ,

abuse. A New York dealer 
was recently threatened with 
a gun when his pumps ran 
dry. Other dealers have been 
beaten. 
Says North Jersey pump 
jockey Ed Kadburn: "We get 
people in here screaming 
before the sun comes up. 
They don’t let you eat lunch, 
they don't let you take a 
lavatory break. At night we 
gotta call the cops in so we 
can close the pumps. Like, it 
ain’t my fault the gas short­ 


age — but these goons all act 
like it is. 
Besides this, many station 
owners have been forced to 
turn their pump manage­ 
ment over to inexperienced 
hired help. The real money 
at stations is made in the 
shops and. regardless of the 
queues, that s were the 
dealers must necessarily he. 
Thus what the public usually 
sees, a greasy kid with a had 
attitude, is an image formed 
by circumstance and not 
necessa r 11 y pre fere nee 
But whatever the reasons, 
the unfriendly service ag­ 
gravates many. Including ex­ 
ecutives in the major oil 
companies Texaco’s Murph\ 
says his corporation has 
spent a good deal ol time and 
“ a good deal of money 
preaching good business 
practice 
G ulf's W alker, 
who says he’s had some 
"lousy service 
himself of 
late, believes the current 
situation is a short-sighted 
one lor practicing dealers: 
"We tell them, the odds are 
you’ll he in business after the 
shortage is over and you 11 
need all the good will you 
can get' 
Despite their concern, 
however, the oil companies 
assertedly can do little more 
than jawbone about falling 
service. Most name-brand 
stations are mereh franchise 
operations — Texaco owns 
only 25 of its 36,000 I S sta­ 
tions — and therefore the 
companies have little clout 
Corporations spend billions 
polishing their name image, 
but, says an Exxon executive 
“ Courtesy, service, cleanli­ 
ness — that's really up to 
each individual dealer.’ 
So it is that Sunoco, the 
company currently advertis­ 
ing "friendly service", ad­ 
mits its campaign has been 
only model ately successful. 
"I can be very friendly now.' 
has become part of the popu­ 
lar language in areas where 
the advertising is exposed, 
kids steal the frie n d ly 
posters from Sunoco poles, 
and one church uses the 
slogan as part ot its appeal to 


parishioners. But there’s no 
evidence that individual 
Sunoco dealers are any more 
friendly than their peers 
these days. Explains one 
"Well, what’s the percent - 
«ge? Customers don't care it 
you’re friendly or not right 
how. All they want is gas.

Midwest has been conduct­ 
ing an advertising campaign 
recently in which an actor, 
portraying a dealer, stands 
beside a fuel pump and says: 
"When you come in here I'm 
gonna wash your front and 
hack windows and your 
sideview mirror. I’m gonna 
take a look at your tires, your 
battery, your oil. Believe me, 
1 can be very friendly now. 
I ’h Maybe the actor can he 
friendly during the energy 
crisis, with cars lined 50 to 
100 deep at the pumps, with 
horns blowing and tempers 
boiling. But real gasoline 
dealers? Not many. 
The other day a driver 
stopped at a service station 
off the New Jersey turnpike 
and tin* friendly attendant 
almost socked him in the 
mouth The driver asked to 
have his windshield washed, 
oil checked and a full tank of 
fuel. Angered at the gall of 
(he request the attendant 
replied he had a $2 limit on 
gas and no time for anything 
else. When the driver protes­ 
ted the attendant ordered 
him out ot the lot "or else' 
And so another casualty on 
the energy front: service at 
the service station. Time was 
when gasoline dealers hunt 
backwards to please the 
customer, offering entice- 
ments such as trading 
stamps and carving knives 
for the pleasure of one’s busi­ 
ness. Now it’s strictly a 
seller's market and the buyer 
beware. "Who needs you?" 
said the choleric attendant to 
the Jersey driver who, as it 
happened, ran out of gas 
before the next station. 
Many major oil companies 
agree, c ou r t e s y being 
replaced by lethargy and 
even rudeness at thousands 
ol filling stations around the 


nation. Jim Walker, public 
relations spokesman for the 
Gulf Oil Corp., says he re­ 
members when "one of our 
stations in Pittsburgh had 
porters to serve people in the 
restrooms. 
Now some sta­ 
tions won’t even open their 
restrooms. Laments Walker 
"Apparently the dealers are 
too busy, or just don’t really 
care 


At many stations the care­ 
lessness extends over the full 
range ot good business prac­ 
tices. Besides refusing to 
wash windshields and check 
oil levels, oil companies say 
some stations have also re­ 
fused to honor credit cards 
and force gasless motorists 
to purchase unwanted ac­ 
cessories (such as a car wash, 
floor mats, or. in at least one 
case, a rabbit's foot and last 
w ill and testament form).

Time was when the school 
bells rang in the third 
R 
of the reading, riting and 
rithmetic 
trio, 
the 
approach 
to 
teaching 
mathematics 
was 
considered pretty standard 
Students sat at their desk 
and dutifully listened as the 
teacher 
explained 
the 
problems and wrote the 
assignment on the board 
Then they went home to 
figure it all out later 
usually with the help of 
mom and dad 
Allan 
Hancock College 
had adopted a new approach 
to the very old subject 
Under the supervision of 
mathematics 
instructor. 
Orrin Cocks, director of the 
Hancock 
program, 
the 
mathematics 50 and algebra 
students still get a lecture 
but instead of fleeing the 
classroom with a whole 
stack 
of 
assignments 
sometimes not completely 
understood, they now go to 
the college’s audio tutorial 
lab where the lecture has 
been 
tape 
recorded 
on 
cassettes like those which 
are used in car tape decks 
A 
tape 
recorder 
and 
cassette are turned over to 
each student who listens to 
the lecture explanation at 
his own pace until he is 
satisfied 
he 
understands 
it. 
The 
instructor 
or 
a 
tutorial 
assistant is available in the 
lab to give immediate help 
on 
individual 
problems 
Students may check out the 
tape recordings and tape 
players too. and continue 
the review in special rooms 
of the library or at home 
“ In 
this 
way, 
mathematics explanations 
do not have to fight their 
way into the student's mind 
competing with last night s 
date 
or 
tomorrow's 
basketball 
game 
The 
explanation is not lost in the 
shuffle and the feedback is 
immediate, 
keeping 
misconceptions 
from 
getting 
beyond 
the 
beginning stages,” Cocks 
explained. 


This new technique, which 
involves the use of taped 
lectures synchronized with 
a follow along book was

to poll 68 California junior 
colleges inquiring if their 
mathematics departments

innovative He found 15 who 
said they were 
14 of them 
were using this system 
Basically, 
students are 
asked to complete two tapes 
a week, but they may do so 
at 
their 
own 
speed, 
replaying the lecture as 
many times as necessary, 
testing themselves against 
quizzes included in the text 
Each week the instructor 
assigns appropriate tapes, 
quizzes the students himself 
and 
follows 
up 
with 
a 
classroom discussion 


Traditionally, the student 
is assigned a section of his 
textbook, goes to class for a 
lecture on the material, and 
is then 
left to do the 
exercises, Cocks said Many 
students (especially those 
with fundamental reading 
problems > find it difficult to 
master 
the 
textbook 
Furthermore, 
when 
the 
lecture 
is 
over 
and 
blackboard is erased, the 
student is left to his own 
devices 
with

his 
memory and the possibly

This city of 33,000 has found 
one way to fight the oil 
shortage. Lubricating oils in 
city trucks and car engines 
are never changed yet the 
vehicles run better than 
ever. 
The secret is an electric 
oil refiner invented by an 
Oklahoma mechanic in the 
mid-1960s and now used on 
100,000 different vehicles 
and 
industrial 
engines 
around 
the 
U.S. 
It 
eliminates indefinitely the 
need for oil changes 
Easily attached to any 
type of engine, the device 
utilizes 
a 
simple cotton 
filter and a patented heat 
exchanger refining process 
to 
cleanse 
oil 
of 
all 
impurities, solid or liquid 
Its inventor says it is the 
only device of its kind in the 
U.S. and probably the world 
W ally 
Pardue, 
superintendent of general 
services for the city of 
Visalia, bought three of the 
devices on a trial basis in 
June of 1972. He was so 
impressed by the results he 
has 
since 
purchased 
79 
more. 
One city patrol car ran the 
same oil for 52,000 miles and 
mechanics found the oil in 
its original clean condition 
with no visible wear in the 
engine 
“ I’m a skeptical person 
by nature,” says Pardue 
‘‘I ’ve 
seen 
these 
things 
come and go I don’t pay 
much attention to them 
This one here intrigued me 
and it has lived up to the 
claims. I ’m satisfied 
The 
refiner 
is 
manufactured by Product 
Research, Inc., based in 
Tulsa, Okla., and headed by 
Glenn Priest, the mechanic 
who invented the device 
John 
Deniz, 
California 
regional director for the 
firm, 
is 
convinced 
the 
device will conserve huge 
amounts of lubricating oil if 
adopted throughout the U.S. 
and there are indications it 
will be 
The small company has 
had a million dollars in 
orders over the past two 
months with no letup in 
sight.

is 
about 
$60 
with 
installation requiring 15-20 
minutes. 
Pardue figured cost of the 
refiner 
plus 
four 
filter 
changes in a 40,000-mile 
year and labor costs at 
$70.20 compared to a normal 
servicing 
cost 
(14 
oil 
changes for 40.000 miles i of 
$58 94 So the device nearly 
pays for itself in the first 
year and then the savings 
increase. 
Visalia’s fire trucks each 
hold 35 quarts of oil, and 
Pardue says the city will 
save three 55 gallon barrels 
of oil each year on the fire 
trucks alone 
Deniz 
notes there are 
seven engines for every 
person in the U S and says 
all of them could use the 
same oil indefinitely if a 
refiner were used. 
The oil companies are 
showing interest, and Deniz 
says 
Texaco recently 
contracted 
to use 
the 
refiners 
for all 
its 
stationary engines in Texas. 
And the Atomic Energy 
Commission is using the 
electric refiners on huge 
stationary 
engines 
in 
Nevada which require 500 
quarts of oil. 
The firm recommends the 
cotton oil filters be changed 
every 8.000-10,000 miles, a 
task easily accomplished by 
the operator of the vehicle 
at a cost of about $2.50 per 
filter 
When 
the 
filter 
is 
changed, a quart or two of 
oil is added to replace the oil 
lost in the used filter and 
through engine wear and to 
make 
up 
for 
detergent 
breakdown 
The device has no moving 
parts and is guaranteed for 
three years. 
The refiner first hit the 
U.S. market in 1968, but 
because 
of 
marketing 
problems, skepticism about 
product claims and plenty of 
oil, interest in the refiner 
didn’t pick up until the 
current fuel shortage. 
Now trucking firms and 
municipalities 
threatened 
with cutbacks are looking 
everywhere for ways to 
economize.

dispelled with one glance at 
the latest completed log 
house at Ellsworth's Bar E 
Ranch 
The inside dimensions of 
the log house are 22 by 32 
feet, covered by a steeply 
pitched. 
32-foot 
high 
cathedral 
roof 
that 
overhangs 12 feet at either 
end to cover porches. The 
base logs are 18 inches in 
diameter and the ridge pole 
at the peak of the roof is 54 
feet long and 20 inches in

Misuse of employes 


It is apparent to anyone who keeps up 
with the news that there is great misuse of 
legislative employes in the State where 
such employes appear to center their work 
on behalf of political campaigns. 
Over the past few years there has been a 
proliferation of personal legislative aides. 
Each member of the Legislature has 
lieutenants in Sacramento and all now 
have field offices in their districts. It is not 
that 
we 
w ho leh earted ly 
condem n 
legislative assistants in the districts. It 
does bring 
government closer to the 
people. 
What 
should 
be 
condemned, 
however, is the political activism of many 
legislative assistants. 
Rather than discourage such activity, it 
appears 
that 
the 
leadership 
provides 
encouragement. They have established 
staffs for the minority and 
majority 
caucus groups of each house. By tacit 
consent, both parties have permitted the 
caucus employes to engage in purely

partisan activities where heretofore have 
always been deemed the proper function of 
party central committees using private 
funds. 


State 
Senator 
Lawrence 
Walsh, 
a 
Democrat, is 
out to abolish the caucus 
staffs. Walsh thinks it is dead wrong for 
the Legislature to pay for employes to 
further personal political ambitions of 
caucus chairman and we agree. He points 
to the fact that both Democratic caucus 
chairman Senator Mervyn Dymally and 
Republican 
caucus 
chairm an 
John 
Harmer are now candidates for lieutenant 
governor. 
Dymally 
has 
resigned 
as 
chairman, Harmer has not. 


We believe that both political parties 
would 
be 
better 
served 
with 
the 
elimination of publicly paid party workers. 
The responsibility for such work should 
rest with state central committees and 
with private funds.

There is a professor at Temple 
University called John Raines, a 
theologian who teaches courses in 
social ethics and religion, and is 
g iv en 
now adays 
to 
m aking 
pronouncements about the plight of 
the American middle class, which if 
I may say so, are on the order of 
someone breaking into a faculty 
meeting of M.I.T 
with the breathless 
news that he had 
discovered that the 
world 
is 
round. 
Professor 
Raines 
has discovered that 
people in the middle 
class 
in 
America 
are having a tough 
time. 
In particular, he has discovered 
that it is extrem ely costly to send a 
child to college, 
but that it is 
especially expected of middle class 
Americans that they should send 
their children to college; and that 
parents with income of more than 
$12,800 per year are not eligible for 
federally- guaranteed loans. Though 
the 
figure 
varies, 
neither 
are 
students eligible for college loans 
and scholarships if their parents 
earn more than a particular figure 
irrespective 
of 
how 
many 
brothers and sisters there are to 
help eat up that income 


I know an industrious toiler in the 
vineyards of the middle class. His 
annual income, at $38,000, is almost 
exactly 
four 
tim es 
the 
median 
family income in America He has 
three children of college age, and 
they cost him each $5,000 per year. 
Two of them will go to professional 
school. Since my friend is in the 
foreign service, he has seldom lived 
where his children were near good 
public schools, so that at pre-college 
age, they went mostly to private 
schools 
His school bills for the

“ How

mobility does that represent?” asks 
Professor 
Raines. 
Well, 
by 
the 
world’s standards, a hell of a lot. 
But by American standards, it’s 
tough going 
And then Professor Raines, with 
that unerring academic eye for the 
false solution, tells us what he would 
do. What he would do is tax the top 
one per cent more. 
He cannot 
understand it that the American 
middle class hasn’t directed their 
“social anger and frustration at the 
top one percent of the economic 
scale, where I think it belongs.” 
One wonders why full professors 
can’t 
pick 
up 
the 
Statistical 
Abstract, 
or 
even 
the 
World 
Almanac, 
to 
keep 
from 
saying 
foolish things. In 1970 (I round off 
the figures) there were 59 million 
taxpayers. One per cent of 59 million 
is 590,000 
Now if you took everybody in 


America whose gross income was in 
excess of $50,000, you would com e up 
with only 428,230 people. In other 
words, less than one percent of all 
Americans 
make 
over 
$50,000 
These people are now paying a tax 
of $12.3 billion dollars — on taxable 
income $29 4 billion 
That leaves 
them with approximately 17 billion 
dollars. And that’s less, by one 
quarter, than $50,000 apiece. 
In 
other words, about $37,500 apiece if 
you take not a penny more in tax. 
When will the professors learn 
that the money doesn't exist up in 
those high brackets to run a rapid 
transit system let alone bring relief 
to 
the 
middle class. 
What 
the 
American middle class 
member 
suffers from is the high overhead of 
life. And the principle load on his 
shoulders is: government, for which 
he works approximately 18 weeks 
per year. You talk about lifting the 
burden on the middle class. If you 
take away 100 per cent of the income 
of 
everyone 
making 
a 
million 
dollars a year, you have got yourself 
$624 
m illion 
dollars. 
If 
the 
government increases its dependent 
exemption by $100, it takes four 
billion dollars off the backs of the 
taxpayers. 
I hate to think of adding to the 
burdens of the old man, but I wish he 
had treated young John to a course 
in econom ics before sending him on 
to theology school. 
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Yes-INDEED, it DOES say something to me. It 
says to me: You're in the wrong field, Ace !"

The Founding Fathers made the 
Sword and threw it in the water 
Now the House of Representatives 
has pulled the Sword out again and 
neither the President with all his 
powers, nor the Judiciary with all 
its precedents, can take it away 
from 
the 
coequal 
branch 
of 
government. 
The 
Sword 
is, 
of 
course, the power to impeach. The 
right belongs solely and exclusively 
to one of the humblest divisions of 
the government, the House. What 
the public does not yet realize, I 
believe, is that the House must, and 
will, vote on impeachment one way 
or the other, up or down, yes or no. 
They are scared stiff. They are 
little men and Excalibur frightens 
them To their awed eyes it seem s to 
leap and keen by itself. Once before 
it was taken out. In 1868 men with 
unfamiliar 
names, 
Ben 
Butler, 
Reverdy Johnson, Charles Sumner, 
John Sherman, Oliver P. Morton 
and others handled the great weapon 
clum sily against Andrew Johnson. 
The House voted impeachment, 128- 
47, on February 24 And the Senate 
failed by one vote of the necessary 
two-thirds to find him guilty, May 
26. 35-19 A swift 91 days. 
The 
House 
in 
1973 
made 
an 
ultimate 
vote 
on 
impeachment 
inevitable when it set up the inquiry 
in the Judiciary Committee. If the 
com m ittee 
brings 
in 
a 
Bill 
of 
Particulars the 435 members must 
vote to accept or reject it. It will be 
the most dangerous vote any of 
them ever took because whatever 
they do they will probably create an 
unforgiving 
m inority 
in 
their 
constituencies. 
If 
the 
Judiciary 
C o m m i t t e e 
d e c i d e s 
not 
to 
recommend 
impeachment, 
there 
will still be a vote, on the basis of 
resolutions 
offered 
by 
dissident 
liberal members of the com m ittee 
Impeachment, of course, does not 
mean finding Mr. Nixon guilty. A 
great many people still think it does. 
It amounts to voting an accusation, 
a probable cause. If the House acts, 
it means sending it on to the Senate, 
presided 
over 
by 
Chief 
Justice 
Warren Burge to decide, on the 
basis of a fair trial and he evidence 
offered 
by 
managers 
from 
the 
House, whether or not to oust Mr. 
Nixon. 
George Washington and Jam es 
Madison 
and 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
Founding 
Fathers 
handed 
this 
awesom e responsibility on to Rep. 
Peter Rodino, a second generation 
Italian-American 
who 
lives 
in 
Newark. Rodino stood on the floor of 
the House last week, drew himself 
up to his full five foot six and got 
approval 
for 
one 
of 
the 
most 
sweeping grants of subpoena power 
within the authority of the chamber 
to give; a grant that, significantly 
enough, 
had 
been 
asked 
for 
unanimously 
by 
his 
38-member 
Judiciary Committee, composed of 
21 Democrats (mostly liberals) and 
17 Republicans. It means that he can 
subpoena about anybody, and that 
his Republican opposite number. 
Rep. 
E dw a rd 
Hutchison 
of 
Michigan, can too, and that if they 
disagree they can go back to the full 
com m ittee. 
With this power, if it com es to a 
showdown, Peter Rodino can get 
about anything 
from 
the 
White 
House he wants. If Mr. Nixon is 
excessively obdurate he might be 
cited for contempt or held to have 
committed 
what 
is, 
itself, 
an 
impeachable 
offense. 
Rodino 
is 
cautious and watching every step he 
takes; he is an unknown quantity 
Some call him timid but I think he is 
savvy He has survived 25 years in a 
tough district, now over 50 per cent 
black, and has remained clean in a 
city tainted by corruption. He knows 
that no bill of particulars is worth a 
damn that does not transcend party 
lines and that is not positive and 


specific. He is not likely to pay 
much 
attention 
to 
the 
secret 
presidential bombing of Cambodia 
or the rights and wrongs of Vietnam 
in the inquiry because many people 
think these are policy matters to 
which a chief executive is entitled to 
be mistaken. No, the issue is likely 
to be whether boyish-faced John 
Dean III last June, in the calm 
monotone of his testimony, was 
telling the truth when he declared 
that 
the 
President 
knew 
about 
Watergate, knew about the cover- 
up, 
knew 
about 
the 
offer 
of 
executive clem ency to the burglars 
and the hush money, knew as Dean 
put it “that there was a cancer 
growing on the Presidency and that 
if the cancer were not removed that 
the President himself would be 
killed by it.” 
Rep 
Rodino is teamed up with 
special 
counsel 
John 
Doar, 
six 
inches taller, lean and blue-eyed — 
who looks as though he had stepped 


out of a Western movie as the quiet­ 
voiced sheriff. A Republican, from 
the 
West, 
he served under the 
Kennedys and carried the burden of 
civil 
rights enforcement 
in 
the 
Justice 
Department 
Under 
the 
methodical Rodino timetable he is 
supposed to come up, February 20, 
with a report on what is an im­ 
peachable offense, and on March 1 
with a survey of evidence to date 
and where it is leading. A possible 
bill of particulars by April 30? 
Maybe 
Meanwhile Mr. Nixon, with his 
state of the union speech has moved 
into his “come and get me" stage. I 
may 
be 
wrong, 
but 
I 
sense a 
stiffening of congressional spine 
Mr. Nixon faced them defiantly last 
week 
and 
pract ical ly 
told 
congressmen “ You ain’t got the 
guts.” 
The colorless humdrum House is 
deeply stirred. What is that in its 
hands? A great sword.
